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NOTICE,

OTHER COUNTRIES. 


In framing the Constitution of the American Bible 
_ Society its founders provided that, according to its 
ability, it should extend its influence to ofher coun- 
tries, whether Christian, Mohammedan, or pagan. At 
that time the work of foreign missions was in its 
_ infancy. Some earnest efforts had been put forth for 
_ the conversion of the Indians in North America; two 
: organizations had been formed on this side of the 
_ Atlantic to send the gospel to heathen nations, and 
{ a small advance guard was knocking at the gates of 
India and Burmah. But Africa was a dark continent, 
~ to which no access could be found; China was encom- 
passed by a massive and impenetrable wall ; the East 
India Company had but recently conceded to Ameri- 
can missionaries the privilege of residing within its 
jurisdiction ; of the remote islands of the Pacific little 
was known; no one hoped to persuade the followers 
of the false prophet to accept the gospel of Jesus 
Christ, and even nominally Christian lands had hardly 
been thought of as accessible to the heralds of an 
_ uncorrupted Christianity.

But to the founders of the Society, while thoughtful 


these seventy years it has been the aim of the Mana- 
gers to do their share of the work of putting the Holy 
Scriptures within the reach of all people, of whatever 
tribe or tongue. 

No adequate summary of its work can here be 
attempted, nor can results be analyzed and traced 
to their source. Its money has been poured forth 
freely, like the showers that water the earth; and the 
crops which have been gathered year by year, and 
the fields now ripe for harvest and calling for reapers, 
give proof that the expenditure has not been in vain. 
More than a third of its entire circulation last year 
was in “other countries,” and it had almost twice as 
many Bible colporteurs abroad as at home. 

The American churches are doing nobly every year 
in sending living preachers and teachers to foreign 
lands to tell the good news of redemption. Some two 
thousand male and female missionaries from the 
United States are thus employed, and the map of the 
world is dotted with the stations where they are hold- 
ing up the gospel banner. Nearly three hundred 
thousand communicants are gathered into the churches 
they have founded. But every missionary needs the 
printed gospel to confirm his oral utterance. Every 
convert needs to be instructed in the book which 
authenticates the preacher’s commission. Every 
pupil needs to study the Holy Scriptures which are 
able to make him wise unto salvation. And in many 
Jands the printed book goes in advance of the 
preacher, and prepares the way for his explanations 
and appeals. 

The churches which send forth these missionaries to 
enlighten pagan nations, to speak to Moslems of a 
Saviour’s love, to win back to a pure faith the devo- 
tees of churches which have fallen from the simplicity 
of the gospel, have an interest in sustaining the Bible 
Society and in keeping up their contributions to its 
treasury. The fact that the Society is unsectarian, 
that its province is limited to one well-defined object, 
that it is dear to all and commended by all, makes it 
important that all the churches should recognize it by 
regular and ample collections ; should give it a con- 
stant place in their schedules of benevolence, and use 
its agency in connection with their own work of evan- 
gelizing the world. 

Funds are needed at the present time to enable 
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the American Bible Society to extend its influence 
to other countries, Christian, Mohammedan, and 
pagan. Will the churches of this land furnish them? 
“THE KING OF BOOKS.”

“The statutes of the Lord are right.””—Psalm xix. 8. 

The following discourse was recently delivered 
at Lakeside, Ohio, and published in the Religious 
Herald, of Hartford, Conn. 

Old books go out of date. When they were written 
they discussed questions which were being discussed ; 
they struck at wrongs which have long ago ceased, 
or advocated institutions which excite not our in- 
terest. Were they books of history, the facts have 
been gathered from the imperfect mass, better classi- 
fied and more lucidly presented. Were they books 
of poetry, they were interlocked with wild mytholo- 
gies which have gone up from the face of the earth 
like mists at sunrise. Were they books of morals, 
civilization will not sit at the feet of barbarism, neither 
do we want Sappho, Pythagoras, or Tully to teach 
us morals. What do the masses of the people care 
now for the pathos of Simonides, or the sarcasm of 
Menander, or the gracefulness of Philemon, or the 
wit of Aristophanes? Even the old books we have 
left, with a few exceptions, have but very little effect 
upon our times. Books are human; they have a time 
to be born, they are fondled, they grow in strength, 
they have a middle life of usefulness ; then comes old 
age, they totter and they die. Many of the national 
libraries are merely the cemeteries of dead books. 
Some of them lived flagitious lives and died deaths 
of ignominy. Some were virtuous and accomplished 
a glorious. mission. Some went into the ashes 
through inquisitorial fires. Some found their funeral 
pile in sacked and plundered cities. Some were 
neglected and died as foundlings at the door of 
science. Some expired in the author’s study, others 
in the publisher’s hands. Ever and anon there comes 
into your possession an old book, its author forgotten 
and its usefulness done, and with leathern lips it 
seems to say: “I wish I were dead.” Monuments 
have been raised over poets and philanthropists. 
Would that some tall shaft might be erected in honor 
of the world’s buried books! The world’s authors 
would make pilgrimage thereto, and poetry, and 
literature, and science, and religion would consecrate 
it with their tears. 

Not so with one old book. It started in the world’s 
infancy. It grew under theocracy and monarchy. It 
withstood storms of fire. It grew under prophet’s 
mantle and under the fisherman’s coat of the apostles ; 
in Rome, and Ephesus, and Jerusalem, and Patmos. 
Tyranny issued edicts against it, and infidelity put 
out the tongue, and Mohammedanism from its mosques 
hurled its anathemas, but the old Bible still lived. It 
crossed the British Channel and was greeted by 
Wycliffe and James I. It crossed the Atlantic and 
struck Plymouth Rock, until like that of Horeb it 
gushed with blessedness. Churches and asylums 
have gathered all along its way, ringing their bells 
and stretching out their hands of blessing ; and every 
Sabbath there are ten thousand heralds of the cross 
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with their hands on this open, grand, free, old English 
Bible. But it will not have accomplished its mission 
until it has climbed the icy mountains of Greenland ; 
until it has gone over the granite cliffs of China ; until 
it has thrown its glow amid the. Australian mines ; 
until it has scattered its gems among the diamond 
districts of Brazil; and all thrones shall be gathered 
into one throne, and all crowns by the fires of revolu- 
tion shall be melted into one crown, and this book 
shall at the very gate of heaven have waved in the 
ransomed empires. Not until then will this glorious 
Bible have accomplished its mission. 

In carrying out, then, the idea of my text—'‘ The 
statutes of the Lord are right”—I shall show you that 
the Bible is right in authentication; that it is right in 
style ; that it is right in doctrine; that it is right in its 
effects. 


I. Can you doubt the authenticity of the Scriptures? 
There is not so much evidence that Walter Scott 
wrote “The Lady of the Lake;” not so much evi- 
dence that Shakspeare wrote “Hamlet ;”’ not so much 
evidence that John Milton wrote “ Paradise Lost,” as 
there is evidence that the Lord God Almighty, by the 
hands of the prophets, evangelists, and apostles, wrote 
this book. 

Suppose a book now to be written which came in 
conflict with a great many things, and was written by 
bad men or impostors, how long would such a book 
stand? It would be scouted by everybody. And I 
say ifthat Bible had been an imposition, or if it had 
not been written by the men who said they wrote it ; 
if it had been a mere collection of falsehoods, do you 


not suppose that it would have been immediately 


rejected by the people? If Job, and Isaiah, and 
Jeremiah, and Paul, and Peter, and John were im- 
postors, they would have been scouted by generations 
and nations. If that book has come down through 
fires of centuries without a scar, it is because there is 
nothing in it destructible. How near have they come 
to destroying the Bible? When they began their 
opposition there were two or three thousand copies 
of it. Now there are two hundred millions, as far as 
Ican calculate. These Bible truths, notwithstanding 
all the opposition, have gone into all languages—into 
the philosophic Greek, the flowing Italian, the grace- 
ful German, the passionate French, the picturesque 
Indian, and the exhaustless Anglo-Saxon. Under 
the painter’s pencil the birth and the crucifixion and 
the resurrection glow on the walls of palaces; or 
under the engraver’s knife speak from the mantel of 
the mountain cabin; while stones, touched by the 
sculptor’s chisel, start up into preaching apostles and 
ascending martyrs. Now, do you not suppose, if that 


book had been an imposition and a falsehood, it 


would have gone down under these ceaseless fires of 
opposition ? 

Further, suppose that there was a great pestilence 
going over the earth, and hundreds of thousands of 


men were dying of that pestilence, and some one _ 
should find a medicine that cured ten thousand 


people, would not everybody acknowledge that that 
must be a good medicine? Why, some one would 
say: “Do you deny it? There have been ten thou- 
sand people cured by it.” I simply state the fact 
that there have been hundreds of thousands of Chris- 


% 
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tian men and women who say they have felt the 
truthfulness of that book and its power in their souls. 
It has cured them of the worst leprosy that ever came 
down on our earth, namely, the leprosy of sin; and if 
I can point you to multitudes who say they have felt 
the power of that cure, are you not reasonable enough 
to acknowledge the fact that there must be some 
power in the medicine? Will you take the evidence 
of millions of patients who have been cured, or will 
you take the evidence of the skeptic who stands aloof 
and confesses that he never took the medicine? 

The Bible intimates that there was a city called 
Petra, built out of solid rock. Infidelity scoffed at it. 
“Where is your city of Petra??? Buckhardt and 
Laborde went forth in their explorations and they 
came upon that very city. The mountains stand 
around like giants guarding the tomb where the city 
is buried. They find a street in that city six miles 
long, where once flashed imperial pomp and which 
echoed with the laughter of light-hearted mirth on its 
way to the theatre. On temples fashioned out of 
colored stones—some of which have blushed into the 
crimson of the rose, and some of which have paled 
into the whiteness of the lily—aye, on column, and 
pediment, and entablature, and statuary, God writes 
the truth of that Bible. : 

The Bible says that Sodom and Gomorrah were 
destroyed by fire and brimstone. “ Absurd,” infidels 
year after year said; “it is positively absurd that 
they could have been destroyed by brimstone. There 
is nothing in the elements to cause such a shower of 
death as that.” Lieutenant Lynch—I think he was 
the first man who went out on the discovery, but he 
has been followed by many others—Lieutenant Lynch 
went out in exploration and came to the Dead Sea, 
which, by a convulsion of nature, has overflown-the 
place where the cities once stood. He sank his 
fathoming line and brought up from the bottom of 
the Dead Sea great masses of sulphur, remnants of 
that very tempest that swept Sodom and Gomorrah 
to ruin. Who was right, the Bible that announced 
the destruction of those cities or the skeptics who for 
ages scoffed at it? 

The Bible says there was a city called Nineveh, 
and that it was,three days’ journey around it, and that 
it should be destroyed by fire and water. ‘“ Absurd,” 
cried out hundreds of voices for many years; ‘‘no 
such a city was ever built that it, would take three 
days’ journey to go around. Besides, it could not be 
destroyed by fire and water; they are antagonistic 
elements. But Layard, Botta, and Keith go out, and 
by their explorations they find that city of Nineveh, 
and they tell us that by their own experiment it is 
three days’ journey around, according to the old 
estimate of a day’s journey, and that it was literally 
destroyed by fire and water—two antagonistic ele- 
ments—a part of the city having been inundated by 


the river Tigris, the brick material in those times 


being dried clay instead of burned, while in other 
parts they find the remains of the fire in heaps of 


charcoal that have been excavated, and in the calcined 


slabs of gypsum. Who was right, the Bible or Infi- 
delity ? : é 

Moses intimated that they had vineyards in Egypt. 
“Absurd,” cried hundreds of voices; “‘you can’t 
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raise grapes in Egypt ; or, if you can, it is a very great 
exception that you can raise them.” But the traveller 
goes down, and in the underground vaults of Erlithya 
he finds painted on the wall all the process of tending 
the vines and treading out the grapes. You see the 
vine did grow in Egypt, whether it grows there now 
or not. 

While God wrote the Bible, at the same time he 
wrote this commentary, that “the statutes of the 
Lord are right,” on leaves of rock and shell, bound 
in clasps of metal, and lying on mountain tables and 
in the jewelled vase of the sea. In authenticity and in 
genuineness the statutes of the Lord are right. 


II. Again: The Bible is right in style. I know 
there are a great many people who think it is merely 
a collection of genealogical tables and dry facts. 
That is because they do not know how to read the 
book. You take up the most interesting novel that 
was ever written, and if you commence at the four 
hundredth page to-day, and to-morrow at the three 
hundredth, and the next day at the first page, how 
much sense or interest would you get from it? Yet 
that is the very process to which the Bible is subjected 
every day. An angel from heaven, reading the Bible 
in that way, could not understand it. The Bible, like 
all other palaces, has a door by which to enter and a 
door by which to go out. Genesis is the door to go 
in and Revelation the door to go out. 

These epistles of Paul the Apostle are merely letters 
written, folded up and sent by postmen to different 
churches. Do you read other letters the way you 
read Paul’s letters? Suppose you get a business 
letter, and you know that in it there are important 
financial propositions, do you read the last page first 
and then one line of the third page, and another of 
the second, and another of the first? No. You begin 
with, “ Dear Sir,” and end with, “Yours truly.” Now, 
here is a letter written from the throne of God to our 
lost world ; it is full of magnificent hopes and prop- 
ositions, and we dip in here and there, and we know 
nothing about it. Besides that, people read the Bible 
when they cannot do anything else. It is a dark day, 
and they do not go to business, and after lounging 
about a bit they pick up the Bible; their mind refuses 
to enjoy the truth. Or they come home weary from 
the store or shop, and they feel, if they do not say, it 
is a dull book. While the Bible is to be read on 
stormy days and while your head aches, it is also to 
be read in the sunshine and when your nerves like 
harpstrings thrum the song of health. While your 
vision is clear, walk in this paradise of truth, and 
while your mental appetite is good, pluck these 
clusters of grace. 

I am fascinated with the conciseness of this book. 
Every word is packed full of truth. Every sentence 
is double barrelled. Every paragraphs like an old 
banyan tree with a hundred roots and a hundred 
branches. There has never been a pearl diver who 
could gather up one-half of the treasures in any verse. 
Nine-tenths of all the good literature of this ‘age is 
merely the Bible diluted. 

Where is there in the world of poetic description 
anything like Job’s champing, neighing, pawing, light- 
ning-footed, thunder-necked war horse? Dryden’s, 
Milton’s, Cowper’s tempests are very tame compared 
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with David’s storm that wrecks the mountains of 
Lebanon and shivers the wilderness of Kadish. Why, 
it seems as if to the feet of these Bible writers mount- 
ains brought all their gems, and the seas all their 
pearls, and the gardens all their frankincense, and 
the Spring all its blossoms, and the harvests all their 
wealth, and heaven all its grandeur, and eternity all 
its stupendous realities ; and that since then poets, 
and orators, and rhetoricians have been drinking 
from exhausted fountains, and searching for diamonds 
in a realm utterly rifled and ransacked. 

This book is the hive of all sweetness. It is the 
armory of all well-tempered weapons. It is the 
tower containing the crown jewels of the universe. 
It is the lamp that kindles all other lights. It is the 
home of all majesties and splendors. It is the mar- 
riage ring that unites the celestial and the terrestrial, 
while all the clustering white-robed denizens of the 
sky hovering around rejoice at the nuptials. This 
book—it is the wreath into which are twisted all 
garlands; it is the song into which are struck all 
harmonies ; it is the river into which are poured all 
the great tides of hallelujah; it is the firmament in 
which suns and moons, and stars and constellations, 
and universe and eternities, wheel, and blaze, and 
triumph. 

Iam also amazed at the variety of this book. Just 
as in the song you have the basso and alto and 
soprano and tenor, so it is in this book; there are 
different parts of this great song of redemption. The 
prophet comes and takes one part, and the patriarch 
another part, and the evangelist another part, and 
the apostle another part, and yet they all come into 
the grand harmony—“the song of Moses and the 
Lamb.” If God had inspired men of the same 
temperament to write this book, it might have been 
monotonous; but David, and Isaiah, and Peter, and 
Job, and Ezekiel, and Paul, and John were men of 
different temperaments, and so, when God inspired 
them to write, they wrote in their own style. 

God prepared the book for all classes of people. 
God prepared it for all zones—for the Arctic and the 
Tropic, as well as for the Temperate zone. Cold- 
_ blooded Greenlanders would find much to interest 

them, and the tanned inhabitant at the Equator would 
find his passionate nature boil with the vehemence of 
heavenly truth. The Arabian would read it on his 
dromedary, and the Laplander seated on the swift 
sled, and the herdsman of Holland guarding the 
cattle in the grass, and the Swiss girl reclining amid 
Alpine crags. Oh, when I see that the Bible is suited 
in style, exactly suited, to all ages, to all conditions, 
to all lands, I cannot help repeating the conclusion of 
my text: “The statutes of the Lord are right.” 


II. I remark again: The Bible is right in its 
doctrines. Man,asinner. Christ a saviour—the two 
doctrines. Man must come down—his pride, his self- 
righteousness, his worldliness ; Christ, the Anointed, 
must goup. Ifit had not been for the setting forth 
of the Atonement, Moses would never have described 
the creation; prophets would not have predicted ; 
apostles would not have preached. It seems to me 
as if Jesus in the Bible were standing on a platform in 
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as if the apostles and evangelists stood before him, 
like footlights throwing up their light into his blessed 
countenance, and then as if all the earth and heaven 
were the applauding auditory. The Bible speaks of 
Pisgah, and Carmel, and Sinai, but makes all mount- 
ains bow down to Calvary. The flocks led over the 
Judean hills were emblems of “the Lamb of God that 
taketh away the sin of the wofld;” and the lion 
leaping out of its lair was an emblem of “the lion of 
Judah’s tribe.” I will in my next breath recite to you 
the most wonderful sentence ever written: “ This is 
a faithful saying and worthy of all acceptation, that 
Christ Jesus came into the world to save sinners.” 
No wonder that when Jesus was born in Bethlehem 
heaven sympathized with earth, and a wave of joy 
dashed clear over the battlements and dripped upon 
the shepherds in the words: “Glory to God in the 
highest, and on earth peace, good will towards men.” 
In my next sentence every word weighs a ton: “God 
so loved the world that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in him should not 
perish, but have everlasting life.” Show me any 
other book with such a doctrine, so high, so deep, so 
vast. 


IV. Again: The Bible is right in its effects. I do 
not care where yoti put the Bible, it just suits the 
place. You put it in the hand of a man seriously 
concerned about his soul. I see people often giving 
to the serious soul this and that book. It may be 
very well, but there is no book like the Bible. 

Take this Bible and place it in the hands of men in 
trouble! Is there anybody here in trouble? Ah, I 
might better ask, are there any here who have never 
been in trouble? Put this Bible in the hands of the 
troubled. You find that as some of the best berries 
grow on the sharpest thorns, so some of the sweetest 
consolations of the gospel grow on the most stinging 
affliction. You thought that death had grasped your 
child. Oh, no! It was only the heavenly Shepherd 
taking a lamb out of the cold. Christ bent over you 
as you held the child in your lap, and putting his 
arms gently around the little one, said: ‘‘ Of such is 
the kingdom of heaven.” 

Put the Bible in the school. Palsied be the hand 
that would take the Bible from the college and the 
school! Educate only 4 man’s head and you make 
him an infidel. Educate only a man’s heart and you ~ 
make him a fanatic. Educate them both together, 
and you have the noblest work of God. An educated 
mind without moral principle is a ship without a helm, 
a rushing rail train without brakes or reversing rod 
to control the speed. Put the Bible in the family. 
There it lies on the table, an unlimited power. ~ 
Polygamy and unscriptural divorce are prohibited. — 
Parents are kind and faithful, children polite and 
obedient. Domestic sorrows lessened by being 
divided, joys increased by being multiplied. Oh 
father, oh mother, take down that long-neglected 
Bible, and read it yourselves and let your children 
read it! iy: 

Put the Bible on the rail train and on shipboard, — 
till all parts of this land and all other lands shall have — 


its illumination, This hour there rises the yell of — 
heathen worship, and in the face of this day’s sun 
smokes the blood of human sacrifice. Give them the _ 


a great amphitheatre, as if the prophets were behind 
him, throwing light forward on his sacred person, and 
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Bible. Unbind that wife from the funeral pyre, for no 
other sacrifice is needed since the blood ‘of Jesus 
Christ cleanseth from all sin. 

I am preaching this sermon because there are so 
many who would have you believe that the Bible is 
an outlandish book, and obsolete. It is fresher and 
more intense than any book that yesterday came out 
of the great publishing houses. Make it your guide 
in life, and your pillow in death. 

** How precious is the Book divine, 
By inspiration given ; 
Bright as a lamp its doctrines shine, 
To guide our souls to heaven.

FOREIGN DEPARTMENT. 


PERu.—Mr. Milne, writing from Callao, October 16, 
says: “ How richly God has been blessing us in Peru 
in answer to the prayers offered for our work, will ap- 
pear when I say that within the past four weeks, in 
which, after deducting Sundays and time spent in 
travel, we had less than twenty days for work, we 
have sold, by house-to-house visitation, more than 
1,600 copies of Scriptures, and have received for the 
same close upon four hundred dollars in gold.” 


CoLtompra.—Mr. Caldwell, of Bogota, says of two 
Bible colporteurs employed at his station, who in Oc- 
tober had gone off on a long tour through Tolima 
with eight boxes of books: “They are traversing, 
amid many hardships, one of the poorest and most 
dangerous portions of Central Colombia. The great 
heat of the sun, and the roughness and steepness of 
the mountain roads, make their task very severe. In 
the month before starting on this expedition one of 
these young men sold 255 volumes of Bibles or Por- 
tions of the Bible.” 


A ROMAN CATHOLIC NEW TESTAMENT 
H IN CHILI. 
_ The Record states that a thousand copies of the 
neat edition of Scio’s Spanish version of the Testa- 
ment, which the Rev. Mr. Vaughan, of the Roman 
_ Catholic church, had printed in London twelve years 

ago, have come into the possession of Dr. Trumbull 
of Valparaiso, representing the value of the contribu- 
tions made through him towards bringing out the 
edition in 1874. They are now on sale at fifty cents 
each, and are specially recommended to Chilians as 


the Papal Church. An order for fifty copies has been 
received for use in a school at Santiago. 

It ought to help the sale of these books to remind 
the Chilians of the pastoral letter issued by the Cath- 
olic bishops and archbishops at Baltimore in 1884, 
in which they stated that “the most highly valued 
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treasure of every family library, and the one most 
frequently and lovingly made use of, should be the 
Holy Scriptures.”

VALPARAISO BIBLE SOCIETY. 


August brings the anniversary of the appointment 
made by this society, then just organized, of Mr. 
Francis Muller as its first colporteur employed in 
regular Bible distribution in Chili. As early as 1834, 
Mr. Isaac Wheelwright had visited the coast, sent by 
the American Bible Society. Among other incidents, 
a bishop fulminated against his work, and his Testa- 
ments were burned in Quillota in the plaza. 

The Rev. Mr. Armstrong used, in 1845, to keep 
Spanish as well as English Bibles for such as would 
purchase them, Arriving at that period the Rev. Mr. 
Trumbull sought to carry forward the distribution by 
constantly importing copies of the Holy Scriptures in 
various tongues. In 1861 Mr. Richard Corfield came 
commissioned by the British and Foreign Bible So- 
ciety to see what could be effected in the way of a 
more extensive circulation of ‘‘ the leaves of the tree 
of life for the healing of the nations.” He asked, Is 
there any man who can be employed in this business ? 
Mr. Muller was engaged to occupy three days of each 
week in the work for the society in London. This 
divided labor did not answer, and then, after confer- 
ence with the late Mr. Balfour, it was thought practi- 
cable to organize a society here, to employ Mr. Muller 
for his whole time, assuming his entire support. This 
was a prudent and at the same time a wise and pro- 
gressive step. Friends were found in the vicinity, 
while aid also came from lovers of the Holy Bible in 
other lands. The society in Valparaiso has since then 
distributed more than 55,000 copies of Holy Scripture, 
of which the larger part by far have been in the 
Spanish tongue.— Zhe Record. 


BRAZIL. 


One of the colporteurs employed by Mr. Brown 
sends the following narrative: 

I reached Itabira on the roth of August, and as I 
went out into the street on the third day, I was 
arrested by a sergeant of police and taken to the 
house of the delegado, where I met the judge and a 
number of people with the books which some of 
them had bought of me. The delegado expressly 
forbade me to sell any more. I replied that it was 
not in his power to hinder the sale, because the law 
gave me full liberty to sell. The judge alleged that 
the books were false. I replied, “Very well, if you 
will have the goodness to prove them false, I will 
sell no more, but will burn them all here in front 
of the door.’? To show why I was arrested the 
delegado handed me a letter from the vicar, which 
said, “Senhor De/egado of police: I am told that in 
the rancho of Senhor Madeiro there is a rascal sell- 
ing false books that abuse our religion; therefore I 
beg you to take energetic measures to stop this, 
etc.” “Well (I said), according to that letter you — 
have reason for what you are doing. I am subject — 
to the laws of the country. Do you fulfil the law.” 
He asked me my nationality, and I answered, “I am 
a Brazilian.” The judge, who had not given me 
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any answer about the false books, said, “We only 
demand that you present your papers.’ With their 
leave I went to the razcho to get them, and after 
they had been examined, I was told I had full 
liberty to sell, and both the delegado and the judge 
bought copies!—the very books which they had 
denounced as false. With God’s help, I have sold 
in this town forty Bibles, about fifty Testaments, 
and twenty or more Portions. 

Subsequently the colporteur had a long interview 
with the vicar himself, who asked his pardon for 
having written the letter ; but afterwards, fearing per- 
haps that he had not been zealous enough against 
a heretic, announced in the church that any one 
buying books of the colporteur, or talking with him, 
would be forthwith excommunicated. This man’s 
sales in August amounted to 385 volumes, of which 
sixty-six were Bibles and ninety-three Testaments.

A ERIP IN JAPAN: 


My recent trip to the North was one of the most 
pleasant and interesting that I have made in Japan. 
As I was leaving Tokio, on the railroad train a young 
man took a seat by my side, and asked me in English 
if I was a Christian. When I told him who I was he 
produced a German Testament, and said that he was 
a pupil in one of the government schools and that 
he and many of his companions were believers. 

At Utsunomiya we found that the pastor and mem- 
bers of the Greek Church had applied to be received 
into the Union Protestant body. Arrangements were 
being made for their uniting with the Protestants in 
that place, and thus forming one church. They had 
previously had no prayer-meetings, and there was a 
general laxity in regard to the observance of the 
Sabbath; but since their change of views there has 
been a marked improvement in that direction. 

At Koriyama the chief magistrate expressed his 
desire to hear about Christianity, and his belief in 
the good that it would accomplish in Japan. He is 
aman held in the highest esteem among the people, 
and his example will have great influence. Two 
teachers from the school came to see us and hear 
about Christianity. Both wished to learn; and were 
ready to accept the religion of Christ if they under- 
stood it and it commended itself to their judgment. 

At Fukushima there are three evangelists at work 
with much encouragement. There is a small Metho- 
dist Church already formed, and thirteen have been 
baptized in connection with the United Church 
(Presbyterian). The Congregationalists have only 
recently begun work in that place, but have already 
made a good beginning. 

Sendai is the great industrial and commercial 
centre of Northeastern Japan. It has a population of 
about 60,000, A Union Church, organized there some 
four years ago, has now a membership of 190; and 
there are also two other churches in that region, 
making an aggregate in all of some three hundred 
Christians in this connection. Up to within a year 
the work has received no foreign aid, except the 
salary of the evangelist, Rev. Mr. Oshikawa. A 
Methodist and Baptist Church in the city have a 
membership of about fifty each. The vice-president

of the provincial assembly is now an applicant for 
admission in the United Church. Many officials and 
persons of rank are seeking instruction in the 
doctrines of Christianity, and it is only a question 
of time when they will also become followers of 
Christ. Some of the wealthy and leading men of the 
city have raised the funds to build and equip a school 
with a preparatory and collegiate department, and, 
although they do not profess to be Christians, they 
have placed the whole management in the hands of 
Christian men, of which Rev. Mr. Neeshima is the 
head. The former principal of the Doshisha at Kioto 
will have the position of president, and two mission- 
aries are to be instructors in this institution. The 
examinations for admission into this school took 
place while I was there, and about one hundred and 
twenty students will constitute the beginning of this 
new and hopeful enterprise. Some of the Buddhist 
priests have been alarmed at this movement, and one 
of their number recently went to the governor, and 
with tears in his eyes begged that he would not 
allow a Christian school to be thus opened in Sendai. 
In other places also the Buddhists and Shintoists 
are madly opposing the progress of Christianity. 
They say that it is like the cholera, and even worse, 
for while one only destroys the body the other 
destroys the soul. The older and ignorant classes 
are still largely addicted to the worship of idols, but 


_the young and educated portion of the people laugh 


at such folly. At one town on the route I saw 
some gaily dressed cars being drawn through the 
streets by the people, and accompanied by the usual 
music of fifes and drums. On some of the cars were 
hideous images worshipped as gods. On two of 
the cars were dancers dressed in the richest robes, 
and trying thus to amuse the crowd. All this was 
to keep up the zeal of the masses in their old 
systems of idolatry, and prevent their adoption of a 
foreign system of worship. 
present, and but little enthusiasm was seen. Idolatry 
is doomed, and the scream of the locomotive is its 
requiem. < 

Dr. Swartz, of the Methodist Church, has been 
employed for one year in the government school 
at Sendai, and is so highly esteemed that at the 
end of the year it was insisted that he should 
remain in that position, as they would accept of no 
substitute. Some forty of his students have pro- 
fessed conversion during the past year. 

In all that region there is an eager desire to learn 
English, and a very general spirit of inquiry. While 
the masses of the people are mostly indifferent, and 
many still attached very strongly to their old faith, 


But few people were ~ 


the educated and thinking classes are ripe for the gos- — 


pel. At Yonezawa there are 180 pupils who desire to 
study English. Application has already been made to 
both the Methodist and Congregational Missions for 
a Christian teacher. At Yamagata there are 120, and 


at Awamori 150 more, who wish to study English, and 


are ready to hear the gospel. A school is already 
arranged for at Wakamatsu, and although it is but 


a short time since Christian work began in that place 


there are more than twenty baptized Christians. One 
of the leaders is a member of the local assembly 
and a man of great energy and influence. 


This condition of things is of course very favorable | 
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for all Christian work. The sale of English Scrip- 
tures is increasing daily, and more copies are sold 
now in one month than in the first five years of 
work in Japan by this Society. This extensive circu- 
lation of the word of God will certainly tell in mould- 
ing the character and lives of the rising generation. 
And it is this only that can save this nation. Old 
systems are fast being swept away. It is Christianity 
or infidelity that is to prevail here in the future. If 
the latter is to become the predominant influence it 
would have been better for the country to have fol- 
lowed Buddhism, as any system which teaches a 
future state of reward and punishment is better than 
a denial of a Supreme Ruler and a future life. 

Everywhere one goes there are marks of progress. 
New and expensive roads have been constructed in 
all directions, and travel now is not the same that it 
was a few years ago. Nearly one-third the distance 
to Sendai is covered by railroad, and in about one 
year there will be a complete line the whole dis- 
tance. In other directions also there are the same 
facilities being multiplied, and the spread of the 
gospel is thus rendered far less difficult and expen- 
sive. God reigns in Japan, and is using the enter- 
prise and the wealth of this nation to promote the 
triumph of his word and the glory of his name.

CHINA. 
MR. COLMAN’S JUNE REPORT. 


We left Linchau on the last day of May, having 
nearly ten thousand books with us. Our course, 
for twenty-five miles, was up a small, rapid river, 
dammed across in many places, leaving only a pass- 
age wide enough for a single boat to pass up or 
down. At intervals were groups of bamboo water- 
wheels, twenty or more feet in diameter, which, being 
turned by the current, raised water for irrigating the 
rice-fields above. My men saw the dead body ofa 
man, who had been a beggar, lying by the water’s 
edge. I asked, ‘‘ Will no one tell the authorities?” 
They answered, “No one does so here. In Linchau 
there are persons who attend to such things, but here 
no one takes any notice.” The boatmen said: “If a 
beggar dies in the market towns the pigs and dogs 
eat him.” The man had probably died of starvation, 
which is no uncommon thing in times like the pres- 
ent, when rice is scarce. 

We sold books at the towns and villages as we 
went down the river. Our first city was Kongwa, 
where our sales were fair, but the conduct of the 
mandarins, who were sent to see that there was no 
disturbance, was such as might easily have caused 
trouble ; one of them took off my helmet and put 
it on his own head, and the other cursed me as I 
have never been cursed before; when I went back 
to my boat he threw a handful of dirt at me, and 
some boys amused themselves by throwing dirt and 
small stones. ; 

. At the next city, To-chau, our sales might have 
been much better had the mandarins been less 
anxious for my protection; they sent a large party 
of soldiers to escort me through the streets, and these 
commanded the people not to buy, but I had sold a 
_ fair number before they came. 
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Our good sales commenced at Wing-chau-fu, where 
we sold about nine hundred books in a day and a 
half; here the mandarin told me to leave at once, 
but I firmly refused, and we had no trouble. From 
this place we were escorted by mandarin runners. 

At Hang-chau-fu we sold books for a day anda 
half, but on the afternoon of the second our work was 
stopped in a very unexpected manner. On Monday 
afternoon as I was going in at one of the gates of the 
city, a man, a seller of cakes at the gate, took hold 
of my arm and told me I could not go in. I insisted 
on my right to go in, and tried to push on in spite 
of him, but a crowd quickly collected, and the cries 
of “Strike him, etc.,’’ were not pleasant, but I placed 
my back against the wall and determined not to go 
out of my own accord. They tried to take my books 
from me, and soon some began to hustle me; my 
helmet was sent flying before me, and I was pushed 
outside the gate, where I made another stand. After 
some parleying one said, “He is not afraid,” and I 
was allowed to go through the gate into the city. 
I had not gone far, and was congratulating myself on 
my success, thinking, “It only requires a little per- 
sistence to overcome these Chinese,’’ when another 
fellow took hold of me and tried to take my books 
away. This I would not allow, and the hustling 
began again; this time I fell over a pail of water 
and lost my hold of the books, some of which went 
into the water. When I arose the people gathered 
around me, asking my honorable country and sur- 
name. Soon the boatman came, and I went back to 
the river near my boat, and stood there, surrounded 
by a large crowd of orderly Chinese, fully twenty 
minutes before the mandarin runners came. My 
colporteur, Tang Suz, had seen me fall, and ran as 
quickly as possible to the mandarin, who sent runners 
at once. When they came I took them to the gate 
and caught the fellow who first stopped me. To- 
gether we went to the mandarin’s residence, the 
crowd gathering and growing till, the Chinese said, 
there were thousands in the courtyard of the man- 
darin’s residence. (Yamun.) Seeing me surrounded 
by runners they seemed to think I was a prisoner, 
guilty of they knew not what, and when they broke 
down the outer doors of the yamun I heard the 
sound of blows outside as the runners tried to 
I was taken to an inner 
room, and about eight o’clock was escorted in a 
chair back to my boat. When we left this place a 
gunboat was sent with us for our protection, and 
we had no trouble for two weeks or more, till we 
reached Sheung t’am, thirty miles from the capital, 
where the authorities refused to allow me to go 
ashore and sell books; and at Changsha, the capital, 
the authorities initiated the plan by which I was 
taken, in spite of all my protestations, to Hankow. 


EXPERIENCES IN CHINA. 
BY MR. JOHN THORNE. 


Rain fell soon after starting from Hankow, though 
the wind was fair for going up the first great bend of 
the river. Little could be done on the way in Bible- 
work. There were eight days of rain; then came 
out a dust-storm from the north. _ After this the wea- 
ther was milder, with south winds, which brought us 
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to Laohokow the nineteenth day after leaving Han- 
kow. Here porters were hired for the next stage to 
Hsing-ngan-fu, over a hilly country. The packages 
were weighed, aad a man’s allowance of seventy cad- 
bies divided in two and securely tied to each end of 
a bamboo. The path led over broken ground and 
abrupt elevations soon after the start from the river’s 
bank. 

The gospel tidings were brought within reach of 
quite every householder and his family, but the peo- 
ple yielded not so easily to the colporteur’s entreaties, 
as our limited sale indicates. And then again some 
houses that we looked into were empty, and some 
were locked up, all hands being out at work, farming ; 
others were left to old crones, children, and goats, 
and where the rocks were more plentiful those rougher 
regions looked as if the past winter had been bearing 
heavily upon the poor peasants. The straw-ricks 
were few and far apart, and many quite used up, the 
remaining wisps which clung to the lank trunks of 
yet leafless trees looking more like scarecrows than 
good fodder for cattle. A straggling herd or two, on 
their way to market, were met browsing along our 
path. 

Some show a desire for the Book, as was the case at 
one mud cabin on a ridge road. Here a woman 
standing outside the doorway haggled long about the 
price of a Gospel, at the same time inviting another 
woman within the dark room to buy and bring out 
her cash in good cdin. While trying to appear indif- 
ferent, she herself was secretly counting within the 
felds of her gown enough money to buy herself a 
book. 

The most forbidding-looking people, in the most 
wretched of places, are sometimes just those that God 
would not have the colporteur. turn his back upon, 
and pass by on the other side, without first holding 
out a Gospel and pleadingly making known his mis- 
sion. Have you ever thought of those who live off 
the road—away up on the side of a higher hill, or deep 
down below where the hills divide; yet far enough 
away to make climbing an effort, besides a loss of 
time? Those who live off the road must be reached 
by prayer, for it is only on market days, at their near- 
est neighboring towns, that these, forming the largest 
part of China’s rural population, can be brought within 
the scope of the colporteur’s work. The bark-packers 
one meets in the mountains carry all their weight 

- above theshoulder. Their arm-braces are of bamboo, 
fixed on wooden frames or baskets, Which give the 
load a cant, or curve, over the man’s head. By plac- 
ing a staff with the spike end down, they are able to 
shift the whole weight of their load to the top of the 
staff behind them, and so take needful rests. The 
balance is perfect, and with measured tread they wind 
along in single file over the misty mountain tops, 
looking not unlike “freaks.” A bright-looking lad, 
a veritable mandarin in miniature, dismounted from 
his chair, made a salam, and was pleased to buy a 
book. His bearers awaited his pleasure, while he 
stood admiring the clean-cut characters and prettier 
form of the Scriptures as compared with his school- 
books. ‘ 

One daya youngster, to whom our advent appeared 
a novelty, ran on ahead of the men, notifying all that 
a bookseller had arrived; so that to this little bare- 
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footed messenger we were indebted for many sales. 
From the cliffs on either side men and boys would 
hasten down with their money in hand to buy the 
gospel. Groups of women and children in other 
places would eagerly inquire about the book, and be 
glad to know that to them the good news came, 
equally with their brothers, husbands, and fathers. 
Chen-H’ appeared to be the only,place that had to 
any extent terraced plateaux of rice and wheat. We 
found a criminal Chinese here, his legs in irons, who 
he said had been in the French consulate at Shanghai, 
and could talk a little English and French. He was 
here, he said, “because a man had killed himself !” 
He “didn’t do it,” so he was sent here! Why here? 
Because this was the magistrate’s home! Finding 
himself in nowise exalted by speaking other than 
Chinese, he gladly received a Gospel and left our inn. 
As a tule, an English-speaking Chinaman is naturally 
viewed with distrust by his own countrymen, as well 
as foreigners, outside his proper sphere, 2. é., on the 
deck of a vessel, or in a store, office, or respectable 
house. 


SHANGHAI COLLOQUIAL. 

The Rev. Elliot H. Thomson, of Shanghai, in the 
Spirit of Missions, says: 

The American Bible Society, through their Agent, 
the Rev. L. H. Gulick, M.D., have kindly stereotyped 
and printed an edition of the Four Gospels in the 
vernacular, with the latest revisions, and an edition 
of the Book of Psalms in the vernacular. The work 
is very well done, too. The Book of the Acts of the 
Apostles is also ready for the press. Genesis, Exodus, 
and Deuteronomy were all printed in the dialect last 
year. The New Testament with the parts of the Old 
Testament in the vernacular, will be very useful in 
our station and school work in all this part of the 
Mission. 


LETTER FROM CENTRAL TURKEY. 
MARASH, July 12, 1886. 
To the Secretaries of the American Bible Sotiety: 

Two weeks ago the missionaries, the native pastors, 
and delegates, from all parts of the Central Turkey 
Mission, were arriving at this pleasant’ oriental city 
of Marash, to hold the annual missionary meeting 
and the native conference. It has been an impressive 
sight to behold these native Christian men talking 
over the interests of the Master’s work in this land, 
while their earnestness in prayer has shown to whom 
they look for help. The reports from the various 
stations have been most interesting, and the general 
outlook of the work is progress. 
aided us in the work will rejoice with us in this, and 
that in the fold to-day are some who knew not a 
year ago a Saviour’s love. jiu

building, seating about 1,500 persons. The inside 
walls are pure white, and over the pulpit in large 


letters, in Armeno-Turkish, is the text, “ Mine house 


shall be called a house of prayer for all people.” 


The native brethren, with their red fezes and brightly - 


You who have — 
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colored garments, were seated on the floor on one 
side of the church, while the women occupied the 
opposite side, sitting with the black or white izars 
(native street costume) drawn about them. After the 
opening exercises by the native pastor, the congrega- 
tion arranged itself into classes of ten, fifteen, or 


_more persons, sitting closely in circles, while the 


teacher began the lesson about “The Good Shep- 
herd.”” From one circle and another I caught words 
of help and comfort, drawn from that tenth chapter 
of John. The learned and unlearned, the higher 
and lower classes alike, were discussing together the 
same lesson. In the rear of the church a class of 
young women, taught by Miss Shattuck, were taking 
up the lesson of the following week, that any defici- 


' ency of teachers the next Sabbath among the forty 


x 


classes might be supplied. The children’s depart- 
ment of about 250 little boys and girls was held in 
the rooms of the day school in the church yard. 
Their bright faces showed their interest in the Bible 
verses they had committed to memory. A number of 
little girls joined in singing the familiar hymn: 
““Sing them over again to me, 
Wonderful words of light.’ 

What a contrast between this large and well- 
organized Sunday school and the services of the 
Armenian Church, where the congregation wearily 
listen to the reading of the Bible lessons in a lan- 
guage unknown to them. In one of these churches 
that I visited I found curtains hung up upon which 
were painted curious figures of men, horses, etc., 
and I was told that these pictures were for those 
who could not comprehend what was read, but by 
studying them might get some idea of the Scriptures. 

A glorious change has been wrought in this land, but 
as we look over the field we are led to exclaim, 
“The harvest is great.” In my tour last spring to a 
number of our out-stations, as we passed over hills 
and valleys and across broad plains, we found scattered 
all along little Islam villages, the hundred or more 


inhabitants crowded into a few mud huts built closely - 


together, and apparently as ignorant of the gospel 
and of the outside world as their animals that shared 
their homes with them. Never did the converting 


power of the Bible seem so great to me as we passed * 


from these places to a Protestant community, and 
received the greeting of our native brethren whose 
hearts were warm with Christian love. The meetings 
I held in these places among the women were well 
attended. Besides the Protestants there were Ar- 
menians of the old church (or Gregorians), Catholics, 
and some Moslems. Some would say to me, ‘‘ Oh, 
yes, you can read and are enlightened, but we can- 
not read and are ignorant.” I was delighted to see, 
as I visited from house to house, some young brides 
studying the primer and anxious to rise from the 
ignorance they deplored. 

~ Some advance has been made in Bible work among 
the women in Aintab. The city has been divided into 
about fifteen districts, in each of which some mission- 
ary or native sister holds a weekly neighborhood 


meeting. At a quarterly meeting of these workers, 


reports showed a steady increase of interest. Some 


meetings that had begun with about twelve people » 
had increased five-fold, the larger part being Gre- 
-gorian Armenians. I enclose a picture of one of 
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these workers, Varteni Boji, granddaughter of an 
Armenian priest, and one of the first to accept the 
teachings of the gospel forty years ago. Though now 
eighty-six years old, she retains her faculties wonder- 
fully, and is active in all good work. The word of 
God is her meditation day and night, and “ out of the 
abundance of the heart the mouth speaketh.” At the 
quarterly meeting referred to, she arose and exhorted 
the younger workers to press on. 

A few days ago while on the street I saw a number 
of Moslem women. One drew aside her veil that she 
might get a better view of the foreigner. She was 
pleased with my good-morning greeting, and asked 
where I was from. When told from America, she at 
once asked if it were true that it was light in America 
when it was night here. One of the family was a 
soldier, she said, and he had returned home and told 
her he had learned so, but she wouldn’t believe it. 
As I looked at these women wrapped in their black 
izars, the face concealed by the veil they must always 
wear, I felt it was not only geographically true, but 
while her race were in spiritual darkness, living and 
dying in ignorance of the salvation Jesus Christ has 
purchased for them, my dear native land is light with 
the gospel truth. 

How long will it be so?) How long will this govern- 
ment hold the people back, persecuting those who 
forsake the Koran for the words of Jesus? The 
Arabo-Turkish Bibles printed by your aid are becom- 
ing more widely circulated among them, and are 
thoughtfully read. May God bless the American 
Bible Society for the good it has done the Armenian 
people! May your prayers and aid continue the dis- 
tribution of the Holy Bible in this land, that the day- 
light which is sure to dawn for these people may be 
hastened and the name of Jesus be above every other 
name !

These characters, so different from the alphabet 


with which the readers of the Bible Society Record 


are familiar, represent in the language of certain 
Canadian Indians the familiar verse, “For God so 
loved the world that he gave his only begotten Son, 
that whosoever believeth on him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life.” The version from which 
the words are taken was published at the expense 
of the British and Foreign Bible Society; and that | 
its circulation has been attended with remarkable 
benefits is shown by the following incident narrated 
by the late Rev. Robert Hunt. The facts occurred 
while he was a missionary among the Red Indians 
of the Northern Mississippi, about thirty years ago. 
He says: 

My journal records that the station was visited by 
a whole fleet of canoes in which were many strange 


Indians. Running down to meet them on the shore, 
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I was surrounded by Chippewayans, who gave me 
glad smiles and hearty shakes of the hand. One of 
them, ’I'tsa, understood Cree. I asked him, “Whence 
and how far have you come?” “From our lands, 
and on our long track we slept twenty nights.” “For 
what have you made such a long land and water 
track?” “Some of your talkers with God (praying 
men) have been near our hunting grounds, and have 
talked to us from ¢he Book the words of Jesus Christ, 
who loves us all, and came to be our Foregoer (to 
lead us) to his better world: and we are come to the 
praying-master that he may show us Jesus Christ’s 
track to those better lands.” 

That 4002 was St. John’s Gospel in Cree syllabics, 
read to them by a Cree, and interpreted by ’Ttsa to 
his tribe’s people. 

They and others cdntinued to.come twice a year; 
about 150 of them, including children, were baptized ; 
twelve or thirteen couples were married. Before we 
left, some of them died joyfully; and around the 
church sleep many Crees who followed the track of 
their Forerunner more or less closely, some of whose 
spirits passed exulting into their new kindred spirit- 
world. 

One of these Red Indians—William Roberts, a fine 
young man, of whose sickness I heard through the 
Rey. Mr. Kirkly, who on his homeward way saw him 
in a solitary tent up the river—said, ‘‘ All in this world 
is dark and desolate, but (with his hand upon his 
Cree Bible) from this book there shines into my soul 
the light and joy of heaven.”

CALIFORNIA AND NEvADA.—The month has been 
avery busy one in many ways. The first Sabbath of 
the month I was at home and attended two of our 
city churches ; the second Sabbath at Walnut Creek 
and La Fayette, preaching at each place. 

I was at Napa City the last Sabbath of the month, 
and attended a very interesting anniversary of the 
Napa County Bible Society; pastors of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, Methodist Episcopal Church, Chris- 
tian, and Presbyterian Churches participating in the 
services, together with the president, Prof. Damon. 


GEorGIA.—I began my work for the last month at 
Fort Valley, my home. On the first Sunday night the 
Fort Valley Bible Society held its anniversary. There 
was a large attendance. It was held in the Methodist 
Church. A very interesting historical’sketch of the 
society was read by Hon. Henry Mathews. Rev. 
McK. F. McCook delivered a very fine address on 
the Bible. I presented the facts and figures about 
Bible work in Georgia. A collection of $41 05 was 
taken to replenish the stock of the depository. 

The third Sunday I spent at Harmony Grove, 
Jackson County. Organized a new Bible society and 
received contributions amounting to $42 60. Monday 
night I preached in Jefferson and held the Bible meet- 
ing of Jackson County auxiliary. They gave me 
twenty-five dollars to start their depository again. 
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The fourth Sunday I spent in Elberton. The anni- 
versary of the Elbert County Bible Society was held 
at the Methodist Church, Sunday night. There was 
a fine audience. The congregation gave me fifty dol- 
lars as a donation. 

I was in Savannah on the fifth Sunday. I preached 
in the morning at Trinity Methodist Church. At night 
the Savannah Bible Society held‘its anniversary at 
the Independent Presbyterian Church, the largest 
Protestant church in the city. There was a large 
congregation present. They donated to the American 
Bible Society $100, 


ILLINOIS AND WESTERN INDIANA.—The auxiliaries 
reporting this month are four, to wit: Ford, Mont- 
gomery, Winnebago, and Wabash Counties. In all 
of these counties the auxiliaries were in a healthy 
condition and doing fairly well; some of them are 
specially prosperous and successful. There has been 
some gain in Ford and Montgomery Counties this 
year in the way of interest. 

Winnebago County holds on its way grandly. The 
forty-second anniversary was held in three of the prom- 
inent city churches this year, and the meetings were 
reported as very good. The society makes a dona- 
tion of $450 to the American Bible Society this year. 
If we had enough such auxiliaries the cause would 
not languish at home, or suffer abroad. 

Annual conferences, synods, and councils of various 
churches have crowded the month. The Bible cause 
has not been forgotten or ignored. There is a grow- 
ing disposition to accord our work a prominent place 
in the evangelizing agencies of the church. 


KENTUCKY AND TENNESSEE.—The past month has 
been one of unusual activity in the district. It is che 
month for the meetings of ecclesiastical bodies. In 
endeavoring to visit as many of these as possible, and 
in reaching the seat of as many auxiliaries as might 
be, on the Sabbath, the travel has amounted to nearly 
3,000 miles. I visited six ecclesiastical bodies, one 
Presbytery, two Synods, and three conferences, repre- 
senting four different denominations—the Methodists, 
North and South, Presbyterian, and~ Cumberland 
Presbyterian. These bodies heartily endorsed the 
American Bible Society and its work, and made the 
usual pledges for collections. There was evidently a 
growing interest in behalf of thesé collections. 

The first Sunday in the month I visited the Hay-- 
wood County Bible Society, in West Tennessee. Here 
your Superintendent met with a warm reception, and 
the Society received a liberal contribution. 

The second Sunday with the Jessamine County. 
Bible Society, Ky., the banner county for collections 
in the whole district. Their anniversaries are mov-. 
able, visiting important points in the county from — 
year to year. : 

The third Sunday was spent with the Breckenridge 
County Bible Society, Ky. I had to ride seventy-five 
miles from the railroad and back over a very rough 
road in a spring wagon. For the population and cir- 
cumstances of the people, they did remarkably well. — 

The offerings of the Christian people to this great 
interest seem to be improving with the revival of 
business. : 


MICHIGAN AND WISCONSIN.—The past month has 


been an exceedingly busy one for your Superin- 
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tendent. I have travelled over 2,000 miles, visited 
twelve auxiliaries, two Bible committees, and four 
ecclesiastical bodies; and delivered fourteen sermons 
and addresses. 

The synods of Michigan and Wisconsin gave your 
Superintendent a hearty recognition, while the con- 
ferences of the Methodist Episcopal Church which 
I visited gave endorsement to the cause that was 
very encouraging. 

The annual meeting of the Mecosta County Bible 
Society, held at Big Rapids, was an occasion of un- 
usual interest. Sabbath morning I preached in the 
Methodist Church, and in the evening addressed a 
union meeting in the Presbyterian Church—the Meth- 
odist and Baptist Churches uniting in the services. 
In spite of a threatening storm, the church was 
thronged and the collection creditable. 

The colportage work is being pushed in difficult 
fields, where the people are mostly foreigners and 
have but little money with which to purchase Bibles. 

The experiences of the colporteurs go far to prove 
that the destitution with us is not reached through 
commercial avenues nor by the ordinary methods of 
church work. In one of our Wisconsin villages, in 
sight of two churches, the colporteur found four 
destitute families the first day; the second day he 
found four more families; the third day he found 
six families, and the fourth day he found seven fam- 
ilies—and all were Protestants, without the word of 
lite. 

NEBRASKA, COLORADO, AND WYOMING.—Since my 
last report I have attended the anniversaries of Las 
Animas County Bible Society and Fremont County 
Bible Society, both in Colorado. 

Fremont County makes the best showing of any 
year since its organization; more Bibles were dis- 
tributed, and better work done. The annual meeting 
was held in the Baptist Church. Your Superinten- 
dent delivered the address, and the pastors of the 
churches participated. The pastor of the Baptist 
Church was elected president for the next year. 

Las Animas County Bible Society is the only aux- 
iliary society in Colorado that has canvassed its own 
field during the fourth re-supply. This was well and 
faithfully done by Elder C. L. Bascom. Shortly after 
completing the work he was called to his reward. 

I am much pleased at what I learn of the result of 
the distribution of our Bibles among the Mexican 
portion of the population of Southern Colorado. One 
little incident illustrates this: Some time since, our 
colporteur sold a Mexican a Spanish Bible. Not long 
ago the priest called upon this Mexican and the con- 
versation turned upon the Bible, when the Mexican 
remarked, “I have one.’”’ The priest asked to see it, 
and when the Mexican produced it, the priest said: 
“This is a no-good Bible. Give it to me and I will 
burn it up.’ Said the Mexican: “I bought it with 
my own money; pay me what I gave for it and you 
may have it, and I will buy another.” The priest did 
not take the Bible. 


OREGON AND WASHINGTON TERRITORY.—The ist 
of the month of October, herein reported, found me at 
Cheney, in Eastern Washington. Sabbath, the 3d, 
was given to the interests of the Bible work at Spo- 
kane Falls, in Spokane County, W. T. I preached at 
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the Methodist Church in the morning, and secured to 
the Bible cause in cash and good subscriptions, $27 25. 
In the evening of the same day I attended the annual 
meeting of the Spokane County Bible Society, at the 
Congregational Church. Addresses were made at the 
evening meeting by Rev. Jonathan Edwards, of the 
Congregational Church, and your District Superin- 
tendent, and $16 30 were secured to the Bible cause. 
On Monday $10 were obtained by personal effort. 
Bibles and Testaments were sold at the depository 
during the year to the value of $73 35. This society 
is becoming more efficient in its work each year. 

The annual meeting of the Washington County 
Bible Society, Oregon, was held in the evening at the 
Congregational Church, and was addressed by Rev. 
H. Lyman, Elder Holmon, Dr. Crany, and your Dis- 
trict Superintendent ; and $23 90 were secured to the 
Bible cause. 

We were favored with a visit from Secretary 
McLean on the 28th and 29th. In the afternoon, on 
the 29th, he met the board of managers of the Oregon 
Bible Society, and on the evening of the same day he 
delivered a very interesting address on the Bible 
cause, at the First Presbyterian Church in Portland. 

There has been increased interest in every part of 
the work during the month. My aggregate receipts ~ 
for the month were $223 20. 


Texas.—The fifth Sabbath I attended and address- 
ed the annual meeting of the Comanche County Bible 
Society. The attendance was large and the interest 
very good. The collection was small because this 
county suffered much from the drouth. The reports 
of the colporteurs for this month show larger sales 
than usual. Two days were spent in attending upon 
the Synod of Texas, at Brownwood. By invitation I 
addressed the Synod, and the usual resolutions were 
passed, commendatory of the American Bible Society. 


ACTION OF THE SYNOD OF MISSOURI. 


The Synod of Missouri, of the Presbyterian Church 
in the United States of America, at its meeting in 
1885, after hearing a brief address relating to the 
world-wide work of the American Bible Society, 
instructed its stated clerk to arrange on the 
docket each year, as a regular order of the day, a 


“time for the direct consideration of the important 


work of the American Bible Society; also Synod 
shall follow the address, or addresses, by a prayer 
for the wider distribution of the word of God and a 
fuller measure of the Holy Spirit on the word itself 
and on all engaged in translating or giving it to the 
people. ‘ ; 

The Synod, in its recent session at Fulton, did not 
forget this part of its programme. Brother Henry 
Bullard, the original mover of the order, followed the 
District Superintendent in a forcible address, and 
Dr. Brookes then spoke warmly, urging greater ac- 
tivity in Bible distribution, and led in prayer. The 
Synod then adopted the following report: | 

The Synod of Missouri hereby earnestly calls the 
attention of God’s people under its care, to the im- 
portance of manifesting a deeper interest in the great 
work of the American Bible Society. It is needless 
to remind them that the sacred Scriptures lie at the 
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very foundations of the gospel ministry, of true Chris- 
tian experience, and of all real church work; nor is 
there any agency for the cheap publication and dis- 
semination of God’s holy word at all comparable to 
the American Bible Society, which is again—with 
deeper concern than ever before—commended to the 
prayers and hearty co-operation of all our congre- 
gations, who are instructed to take up a collection at 
least once a year for this indispensable cause ; there- 
fore, 

Resolved, That the Synod earnestly urges and recom- 
mends that the churches under its charge hereafter 
take at least one yearly collection for the American 
Bible Society.

WINNEBAGO COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY, ILL: 


At the recent anniversary of this auxiliary the an- 
nual report was presented by the corresponding sec- 
retary, and contained, among other things, the follow- 
ing: “The founders of our city and early settlers of 


_ our county built wisely and well when they established 


and fostered this Bible society and kindred institu- 
tions. These beautiful churches in which we meet 
this evening; these quiet Sabbaths we so much enjoy 


- and all these privileges so abundant, are only possible 
‘where the Bible is known and its precepts obeyed. 


Many of the early members of the society have passed 
away, but new friends and laborers are taking their 
places. During all these forty-two years faithful work 
has been done.” 

The secretary also reported that the county agent 
employed during the latter part of the year had vis- 
ited 284 families; supplied forty destitute families and 
thirty-two destitute persons; he had travelled 385 
miles, and had received in cash from all sources, 
$370 88. The local agents had visited 755 families, 
and had supplied thirty-four of them, and twenty-five 
destitute individuals, with the Scriptures. 

The cash receipts of the auxiliary for the past year 
were $946 70, and for the forty-two years ofits exist- 
ence, a total of $42,063 95. This auxiliary, at its busi- 
ness meeting, made a donation to the American Bible 
Society of $450. 


LEWIS COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY,:N, Y. 


The fifty-ninth annual meeting of the Lewis County 
Bible Society was held in the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, Lowville, Saturday afternoon, Oct. 30th. The 
president of the society, Prof. William R. Adams, 
occupied the chair.

C. H. Parsons, as depository, will keep on sale the 
publications of the American Bible Society. 

Churches or schools desiring to procure supplies of 
Bibles will raise all the money they can for the cause 
and forward it to the committee on grants, accom- 
panied by their application. 


A public union service will be held on the second. 


Sunday evening in December for the purpose of 
enlisting interest and securing aid. 

All the churches agree to take collections for the 
cause and forward the same to the treasurer. The 
annual payment of one dollar constitutes a person a 
member; the payment of ten dollars at one time 
makes one a life member.

Among foreign letters presented were some of 
special interest from Miss West of Marash, in behalf 
of the Central Turkey Mission; Dr. J. W. Scudder of 
Arcot, reporting Bible distribution by the Mission of 
the Reformed Church; Rev. H. Nuelsen of Bremen, 
concerning work in Germany ; Rev. J. M. Erikson of 
Stockholm, Mr. A. H. Erwin of Baranquilla, and 
Mr. Osuna of Caracas; Rey.

and various Agents in foreign lands. Mr. Milne 
reported the remarkable sale in Peru in four weeks 
of more than 1,600 volumes of Scripture.

A TRIP TO THE PACIFIC COAST, BY SECRE- 
TARY McLEAN. 


It is only by personal visitation that a practical 
knowledge of that portion of the home field of the 
American Bible Society which lies beyond the Rocky 
Mountains can be acquired. It was therefore deemed 
expedient by the Board of Managers that one of the 
Secretaries should visit the Pacific coast to ascertain 
the wants of the people and the best and most eco- 
nomical methods of supplying them with the Scrip- 
tures. 

With this specific object in view I left New York 
October 4th and made Salt Lake City the first point 
of observation. The Society has by no means neg- 
lected Utah Territory, but has been constantly send- 
ing the Scriptures there for distribution by sale and 
gift. In 1881 a District Superintendent was appointed 
for Utah, Idaho, and Montana, who continued in the 
work till 1885, when a thorough canvass of these three 
Territories by colporteurs of the American Bible So- 
ciety was completed. 

During the greater part of that period our colpor- 
teurs found free access to Mormon homes, and 32,546 
copies of the Scriptures were distributed in Utah. 
But now all is changed. The prosecution of the Mor- 
mons by United States officials has awakened hostility 
to those whom they call Gentiles, and no man can at 
the present time find access to Mormon homes. A 
stranger would find every door closed against him, and 
in many places his life would even be in peril. 

On consultation with the pastors and friends of the 
Bible in Salt Lake City, the conclusion was. almost 
unanimously reached that the only method of Bible 


distribution Brasicahs at the present time Be, 


has undertaken to aoe a  Gudieious ee 
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through these agencies, of the Scriptures which may 
be sent to them by the Parent Society. 

On reaching San Francisco the Secretary received 
a cordial welcome from the officers of the California 
Bible Society, and was hospitably entertained as their 
guest during the two weeks in which he made that 
the centre of his operations. 

Under the efficient superintendency of Rev. John 
Thompson, who for many years has had charge of the 
work in California and Nevada, the California Bible 
Society has done excellent work. Not only does it 
keep its own field well supplied with the Scriptures, 
but also from year to year sends liberal donations to 
the Parent Society for its general work. It owns a 
Bible House on one of the principal streets of San 
Francisco, from which it derives a considerable in- 
come. 

It was my privilege to attend the Congregational 
Club and the ministers’ meeting of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church. Ample time was courteously given 
me to set before these influential gatherings the work 
and needs of the Society. Cordial resolutions were 
adopted, expressing the loyalty of these denomina- 
tions to the American Bible Society. 

The pulpits of the churches both in Oakland and 
San Francisco were opened to me during my stay in 
California. 

The officers of the Oregon Bible Society extended 
to me a cordial welcome. This society is doing a 
good work. With the aid of a single grant from the 
Parent Society, it has pretty thoroughly canvassed its 
extensive field. District Superintendent Hetzler has 
the confidence and esteem of the pastors and churches 


‘in this State, and is laying solid foundations for the 


future. 

The season was too far advanced to permit me 
with safety to visit Idaho and Montana. Arrange- 
ments were made for a thorough exploration of these 
Territories next season, under the supervision of Mr. 
Hetzler. 


The most interesting meeting which I attended 


was on my return from Portland to San Francisco. 
The schools of the various Chinese missions had 
been invited to meet me at the Old First Presbyterian 
Church, on Thursday evening, November 4th. From 
six to seven hundred Chinese were present. About 
fifty of these were girls and women who had received 
religious training in the Mission school. Rev. Mr. 


Masters, missionary of the Methodist Episcopal 


Church, acted as interpreter, while the missionaries 


‘of the other churches conducted the introductory 


service. It was delightful to hear familiar hymns in 
English sung understandingly by those who are too 
often regarded as heathen. The churches of San 
Francisco have accomplished great things, consider- 


ing the many obstacles which they have had to en- 


counter. The power of the gospel has been wonder- 
fully exemplified in the conversion of hundreds of 
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the Chinese who have been brought under Christian 
influences. Although both poor and oppressed they 
contributed at that meeting nearly forty dollars, to 
aid the Society in giving the Scriptures to their 
countrymen in their own land. 

On my homeward journey I visited Los Angeles, the 
centre of operations of the Southern California Bible 
Society, where I spent the Sabbath preaching at 
Pasadena in the morning, at the University in the 
afternoon, and the First Congregational Church in 
the evening. 

Arizona and New Mexico are a part of the territory 
ceded to the United States by Old Mexico. There is 
a large Spanish-speaking population in these two Ter- 
ritories. In some places they outnumber the English- 
speaking people. There are but few large towns, and 
for the most part they are remote from each other. 
Great deserts separate them. Artificial irrigation 
makes them fertile and productive. 

For the present the Society can only supply the 
people with the Scriptures through the self-denying 
missionaries who are laboring in this discouraging 
part of the country. At a few of the most populous 
points auxiliary societies might be successfully organ- 
ized ; but these would be too few in number to justify 
the Board in employing a District Superintendent to 
direct their operations.
